"The Three R's" 

Two words kept going through my head this week while preparing 
to write this devotional: "restore" and "resurrection." Dd you 
know that very few words separate these two in Webster's 
Dctionary. I don't think this has any significance, but thought I'd 
share it anyway. "Restore" means to give back, renew, rebuild, to 
bring back to or put back into a former or original state. 
"Resurrect" means to bring to view, attention, or use again. And 
Webster simply defines "resurrection" as "the rising of Christ from 
the dead" (Preach it, Webster!). As I started to write this 
devotional, a third word caught my eye in Webster's dictionary- 
" relationship". So there it is, the three "Rs": restore- relationship- 
resurrect ion. The Easter Story, the crux of why we are the church, 
why we meet together to talk about and share the "Good News". No 
one could know God, have a relationship with Him, if He had not 
died on the cross and rose again, only a perfect sacrifice would 
atone for sin once and for all. God became man in Christ to pay the 
price for sin, so that we could have a relationship with Him once 
again. 

Lord, help us to better understand this tremendous and 
unfathomable demonstration of Your love for us. Thank you for 
restoring our relationship with You via Your resurrection from the 
dead. Help us to share the "Good News" with those who don't 
know you. Lead us to become more intimate with You and each 
other, and help us to truly understand what we're saying when we 
say " Happy Easter. "
